The inventions lack a 
special technical feature because the antibody of claim 1 was known in the prior art as 
per prior art rejections enunciated in the 237 report filed with the instant application 
(EDAN paper 12/2/05). 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

A particular antibody encoded by a particular amino acid sequence. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
